Presbytery Meeting at Bristol. 


The Presbytery of Philadelphia North 


met in the Bristol church on Tuesday 
The Presbytery covers tha counties of 
Montgomery, Berks and Bucks and that 
part of Philadelphia north of Erie ave- 
nne, including churches of Gennantown, 
Prankford, etc., some 65 churches and 
17,000 niembeis.

ing cash at our counter, but must be 
checked naainst in buoh manner that they 
Will be paid in the regular exchange be- 
tween banks. 


We are prepared, as alwaye, to protect 


onr owe depositors to tho fullest extent, 
but we will not be made a medium for 
supplying cash for depOEitors ia banks or 
trust companies outside of this town who 
now find themselves unable to get what 
they want from the institutions •with 
which they deal.
